therein . Every combined balance sheet must show clearly on the face thereof that it is a 
combined Lalance-sheet and must act out fully the name of every insurer whose assets and 
ljabilitics have been incorporated tbercin ; iſ the assets and liabilities of any person not 
beingan insurer are included in a combined balance-sheet, the factmust be stated thereon. 

4. Where any guarantee have been given by an insurer (otherwise than in the 
ordinary course of re-insurance business) in respect of the policies of any other insurer, 
the balance-sheet of the insurer by whom the guarantee was given must show clearly the 
name of every insurer whose policies have been so guaranteed and the cxtent of the 
guarantee :

1. Statements prepared under this Schedule must be prepared so far as practicable , 
in tabular from and must be indentified by oumbers and letters corresponding with those 
of the paragrapha of Part 11 of this Schedule. 

2. Except with respect to rates of premium or contribution items in statements 
prepared under this Schedule are to be abowa to the nearesl rupee. 

_3. Extra premium shown in the forms of Suomaty and Valuation prepared under 
the Fourth Schedule to this Regulation must not be included in statemenra prepared 
under this Schedule. 

4. Every statement prepared uader this Schedule shall be signed by the Actuary 
making the investigation in connection with which it is prepared . 

5. For the purposes of this Schedule the following expressions have the racaning 
hereby respectively assigned to than, samely :--- 

(a) " Annual loading means the provisioa gade for future expenses and 

profits ; 
(b) " Extra premiums" means a charge for any risk notworided for in the 

miaimum contract premium ; 
( c) " Net preroiums" means the premiums taken creditfor in the valuation in 

consection with which any statement is prepared ; and 
( d ) " Valoatian date means as respecte any valuation the date as at which 

the valuation is made 


Part 11 - REQUTREMENTS FOR STATEMENT APPLICABLE TO

the said staletnonte must show the specimen reserve values which will be produced under 
the table of annual preraiums in use for new policies, and if under any other table of 
annual premiums in use für any other deterred annuity policies in force smaller tekerve 
values will be produced ,the like specimens of these must also be given. 

6. Statementa as respecta any policies of insurance upon the lives of a group of 
persons , whereby sucus assured are payable in respect of the several persons included in 
the group, showing the total claimspaid since the date as at which the last statements 
were prepared under this part of thuis Schedule or, where do ruch statements have been 
prepared, since the dule on which the insurer began to carry on the class of business to 
which the statements relate, and the reserves for wexpired risks and outstanding claims. 


THE SIXTH SCHEDULE . 

(SEE SECTION 55 ), 
Rule as to the valuation of the liablities of an agurert Insolvency or 

Liquidation . 
The liabilities of insurer in respect of current contracts effected in the course 
of life in qurance business including annuity business , shall be calculated by the dethod 
and upon the basis to be determined by an Actuary approved by the Court, and the 
Acluary so approved shall, in determining as aforesaid , take into account : 

(a) the purpose for whuch valuation is to be made , 
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(b) the rate al interest and the rates of mortality and sickness to be used in 

valuation , and 

(c) any special directions which may be given by the Court. The liabilities 
of an insurer in respect of current policies other than life policies shall be such portiun of 
the last premium paid asis proportionate to the unexpired portion of the palicy in respect 
of which the premium was paid . 

Slatement or Objects and Reasons. 
The law relating to insurance in Travancore is contained in the Provident Insur 
ance Societies Regulation ( Regulation II of 1108) and the Life Assurance Companies 
Regulation Regulation IV of 1112 ), but these deal coly with the life insurance business 
which is but one anotigst the several classes of insurance business carried on in the State . 
The absci.ce of a Statute dealing with all kinds of insurance has been keenly Ict by the 
insuring public 

2. In the actual workiog of the Lie Assurance Companies Regulation certain de 
defects bave been noticed. While making it obligatory on Insurance Companies formed 
in Travaucure to register themselves under the Regulation and to make heavy deposits , 
British ard British Indian Companies that do the real insurance business are entitled to 
exemption from regis ration and deposit if they make a declaration of nationality . 
So far no companyhas taken out registration under the Regulation , the reason being that 
there is no insurance company incorporaled in Travancore. The consequence is that 
insurance t:usiness is still without adequate State control. It is in the interest of policy 
holders that some kind of supervision and control by the State is maintained . Policy 
holders wbo make payment in Travancore are very often put to the necessity of euforcing 
their claims in lorcigo courts. Protection for insurance agents as well as protection 
agairst the unscrupulous amongst them hac Lecare necessary in the interest of both the 
insurer and the insured. The existing law relating to nomination , assignment and lapsing 
of policies requires better definiteness and certainity, 

3. The bulk of the business carried on by Provident Insurance Societies is found 
to be on the dividing system which bas been condemned as unscientific and unworkable. 
Though the few that have survived the stringent provisions of the Provident lowance 
Sccieties Regulation of 11C8 are reported to be doing good business , it is necessary at 
one time or other either to slap it or to put it on actuarially sound basis A : 

years ge by 
and the volume of business increases, even the best society , in spite of its maximum de 
posit of Rs. 25,00 may not be in a position to meet all the demands. Though Travan 
core Provident Losurance Societies are considered by reacon of the elaborac provisions 
ofthe Staluie ceder which they are working, to stand on a better fooling than stnilar 
societies working in Eritish India and elsewhere, it is necessary in the interest of the in . 
soring public that they stould be prohibited from carrying on actuarially unsound schemes . 

4. The present Bill has therefore been Crawn up mainly to meet the above demands 
and for providing for various other equally important matters. This Bill follows mainly 
ike British Indian Insurance Act (Act IV of 1938) with appropriate changes to suit local 
conditions. 
5. The main features of the Bill are - 

( 1) The registration of all conceras transacting insurance business of whatever 
tind in Trayapcore ; 

( 2) requirement of an initial deposit and softcient working capital with a view 
to eliminate mushroom companies : 

(3) full disclosure of the information required to ensure sound principles of 
finance and management ; 

(4 ) Jestrictions in regard to investment of funds and periodical actuarial valy- 


atio ; 


(5) licensing of agents to provide check over persons who are responsible for 
bringing about the policy contracts ; 
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(6 ) prohibition of business on the dividing principle ; 

prohibition of employment of managiog agents ; 
8) provision for rigtit of suit in Travancore by policy -holders; 

(9 ) protection of policy-holders from Cyasion of payment of money due under 
a policy on technical grounda ; 

410 ) a separate chapler dealing with provident insurance societies providing 
for actuarial examination of every new scheme and an exuitable converaion of existing 
policies ; and 

ill) another chapter dealing with special rules for mutual Insurance Societies 
and Co-operative Insurance Societies,
